The amendment changes the scope of the claims and requires further consideration. The "means for" claims also require 
further consideration in view of the specification. It also appears that some of the "means for "limitations in the dependent 
claims may sufficiently modify other preceding "means for^ limitations, thus raising questions about enablement, written 
disclosure and whether 112-^ paragraph is invoked. Furthermore, the new "means for' limitations raise issues about 
equivalents. See MPEP 2105, 2181. Finally, Applicants have not pointed to any portion of the specification corresponding to 
the structure. More than a cursory review is required. 
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
